Museum launches 
Maritime Lyme 

LYME Regis has launched a year-long celebration of its 
maritime life, culture and heritage. 

“Maritime Lyme 2011” got underway on Monday with 
a New Year treasure hunt along the seafront and a gath¬ 
ering of seafaring organisations at Lyme Regis Sailing 
Club, which this year celebrates its 90th anniversary. 

Museum curator Mary Godwin said the idea was to 
"bring together disparate organisations in Lyme Regis on 
a common theme of relevance to us all - the sea." 

It was approproate that the activities began at the RNLI 
Lifeboat Station, which also celebrates its 150th anniver¬ 
sary this year. 

Running alongside the Maritime Lyme events will be a 
unique heritage project led by boatbuilder Gail McGarva. 

The “Lyme and Lerret” project will collect and tell the 
stories of the historic Dorset fishing vessel through a se¬ 
ries of community events, an oral history project and the 
creation of an archive. 

Gail’s newly-built lerret, launched last year, was dis¬ 
played on the Cobb on Monday, as was one of the Lyme 
Regis Gig Club’s Cornish Pilot gigs.

Adrian Franklin, 55, has lived in Bridport 
nearly all his life, with brief spells in Beamin- 
ster and Yeovil. Him and brother Vernon have 
had a busy Christmas period as they are own¬ 
ers of both W Frosts and Toymaster in the 
town. 

The Frosts store has been in the family since 
1960 and the brothers have owned Toymaster 
for 25 years. 

Adrian lives with his wife Judith and they 
have two daughters and a son as well as five 
grandchildren. When not in the shop Adrian 
likes walking the dogs and gardening but in 
2011 he hopes to re-ignite his love for golf. 


■ WHAT do you like most about Bridport? 

The nicest thing about Bridport is its community spirit. 
It’s still maybe 20 years behind the rest, it’s like walking 
back in time. You could almost say it’s a time warp. In 
this day and age it’s fairly unique and I think that’s why 
people come down here to retire. Some places seem to 
have lost their identity but Bridport seems to have re¬ 
tained it and that’s its quality. 

■ WHAT would you like to change about the town? 

In some ways I hope it doesn’t get too much bigger. In 
other words I hope we don’t have masses of more people 
arriving here because we will begin to lose that unique¬ 
ness of what it is. It’s growing quietly but not drastically, 
unlike Dorchester for example which has exploded. 

■ WHAT was your best Christmas present this year? 

To be honest my best Christmas present is actually having 
a day at home with the family. 

■ WHAT was the must have toy in your shops this 
Christmas? 

I suppose Lego was the best selling toy. It seems to be 
having a resurgence actually, there was a period when it 
went away but now it is coming back stronger and 
stronger. I think people are going more for older values. 
There is something in Lego, it’s a toy that never dates. As 
long as kids have got imagination it will always be here. 

■ WHAT is your New Year's resolution? 

I hadn’t really thought about it to be honest. I don’t 
smoke, I enjoy a glass of wine or two but I have no inten¬ 
tion of giving it up. I think I’ll just carry on as I am. 

■ DO you have any goals for 2011 ? 

I’d probably like to go back to playing golf and getting 
my handicap down. It was 19 but it won’t be now, it will 



be more like 50 I think. We bought a house a few years 
ago, which needed a lot of work doing to it so I had to 
give up the golf. 


■ WHAT do you think the golf facilities are like in 
West Dorset? 

They are very good. We have a very good golf course in 
Bridport and there are several around the area as well in 
Lyme Regis, Halstock, Cheddington, Came Down. The 
world’s your oyster if you’re a golfer really. 
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■ YOU always make a big effort with your Christmas 
lights, what did you think of Bridport's lights this 
year? 

I think it’s a real shame, and it’s a big gripe here, that na¬ 
tional shops notably don’t put more effort into some sort 
of display. If they can’t afford it then how do they expect 
individuals to do it. 

Generally they take a lot of money out of the town but it 
doesn’t get injected back in. It would be nice if they made 
a bit more effort. I think the town looked very patchy un¬ 
fortunately. It doesn’t cost a fortune and it doesn’t take 
much. 

■ WHAT would you like to see happen with the 
Christmas lights? 

To be honest it would be perhaps nice if we could maybe 
do something a little different, get away from the Christ¬ 
mas trees and do something a bit more entertaining, ex¬ 
otic, diverse. The Christmas trees are getting a little staid. 
I like to do something a little different. We’ve got lovely 
streets, we’ve got a fantastic town, it would be nice to do 
something a bit more, either side of the town hall to gee 
it up and give it a bit more vibrancy and light. It’s amaz¬ 
ing what a difference that can make. 

■ WHO would be your three dream guests at a din¬ 
ner party? 

One would be Peter Ustinov because I think he was an 
absolutely fascinating and talented man. For a bit of 
glamour I’d have Mariah Carey because I think she’s fan¬ 
tastic and she can sing. The other person would be my fa¬ 
ther-in-law Peter Riglar because if he couldn’t keep the 
evening going then nobody could.

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Best ever duck race

A HUGE crowd gath¬ 
ered along the River 
Lim to watch the annual 
New Year’s Day duck 
race in Lyme Regis. 

Over 500 ducks were 
sold, raising £530 for 
the town’s Christmas 


Lights fund. The race was 
started by town crier Phil 
Street on Windsor Terrace. 
Members of Lyme Regis 
Lifeboat crew released the 


ducks and ushered them to 
the finishing line outside 
Jordan Plats. 

Said Mr Street: “Esti¬ 
mated to have been watched 
by over 700 people, Wind¬ 
sor Terrace has never been 
so busy. It was amazing to 
see so many people support¬ 
ing such a spectacular 
event. 

“The race was started 
next to 'Higher Mill Plats' 
and finished at the bridge 
next to Jordan Plats, The 
first duck crossing the finish 
line in 10 minutes 59 secs, 
was owned by Ann Robbins 
from Winchester, who re¬ 
turned the £25 prize money 
to theChristmas Lighs fun- 
don the proviso a newspa¬ 
per was sent to her with the 
report of the event. 

“Second placed duck 
(£15) was owned by Kate 
Parsons, from Lewes, Sus¬ 
sex. The third place duck 
(£10) was owned by 12 
year- old Tom Wakefield, 
from Derbyshire. 

“A consolation prize of 
£5 for the last duck was 
won by Annie Durrant, 
from Musbury, who asked 
for her winnings to be do¬ 
nated to the RNLI. 

“All in all it was a fanta- 
sic event supported by 
many and thanks to the 
RNLI crew who marshalled 
the 550 ducks along the 
river.”

Fears over changes 
in free bus passes 

CONCERNS are being expressed in Lyme Regis over 
the future operation of concessionary bus fares. 

Responsibility for concessionary fares will pass 
from West Dorset District Council to Dorset County 
Council as from April 1 st 2011. 

In West Dorset older and disabled people have 
been able to use their free bus bases before 9.30 
am and after 11 pm on weekdays. However, this has 
not been the case in some of the bigger connurba- 
tions in Dorset and there are fears that under the 
new arrangements from April 1st the opportunity 
of using concessionary fares before 9.30 am may 
disappear. 

This would be a particularly problem for elderly 
people in Lyme Regis having to get to hospital ap¬ 
pointments in Dorchester or Exeter. 

Dorset County Council is carrying out a public 
consultation exercise through a questionnaire. 
These are available from County Hall and have to 
be completed by Friday, Jaunary 14th.

IT IS now a year since I 
formed Lyme Media and 
Events Limited after taking 
over the running of the 
View From local newspa¬ 
per titles in Dorset and 
Somerset. 

It has been a very busy 
12 months and as we wel¬ 
come in a new year I am 
writing to thank our adver¬ 
tisers and readers for their 
support throughout the 
year and to tell you about 
the progress we have made 
in the running of our busi¬ 
ness in 2010. 

As in many other busi¬ 
ness sectors, the past two 
years have been very diffi¬ 
cult for the publishing in¬ 
dustry, particularly 

regional press, but I am 
pleased to inform you that 
Lyme Media and Events 
has made significant 
strides despite the continu¬ 
ing volatility of the market. 

We have succeeded in 
protecting over 30 full¬ 
time and part-time jobs at 
our base in Lyme Regis, 
making us the town’s 
biggest private enterprise 
employer and providing a 
boost to the economy of 
the town. 

I am pleased to be able to 
tell you that the View From 


titles in Dorset (Wey¬ 
mouth, Dorchester, Brid¬ 
port, Beaminster and Lyme 
Regis) have made consid¬ 
erable progress during the 
year. We have doubled our 
advertising sales and seen 
the number of pages in¬ 
crease from 56 to 80 on a 
regular basis. We have 
also introduced a “pick and 
mix” option for advertisers 
which allows them to tar¬ 
get and promote their busi¬ 
ness to a specific audience, 
delivering excellent re¬ 
sponse and value for 
money. 

Our editorial policy of 
concentrating on coverage 
of community events in 
the towns we cover contin¬ 
ues to be highly popular 
with our readers and, we 
believe, gives us an edge 
over other publications in 
the area. 

Earlier in the year we 
also launched two commu¬ 
nity journals in South 


Somerset which have now 
evolved into weeklies in 
Crewkerne, Chard and 
Ilminster under The Week¬ 
ender banner, a new local 
publishing concept which 
concentrates on lifestyle 
issues as well as commu¬ 
nity news. We have re¬ 
cently extended this 
concept into East Devon 
with editions for the Axe 
Valley and the Sid Vale, 
with a combined distribu¬ 
tion of 18,500 copies per 
week. 

Add this figure to the 
23,500 copies we distrib¬ 
ute in South and West 
Dorset every week, and 
our total weekly group dis¬ 
tribution of 42,000 is more 
than can be offered by any 
other publisher in the same 
area. 

During the year we have 
also made great strides in 
developing our digital plat¬ 
forms with our website - 
viewfromonline.co.uk - 


now attracting thousands 
of unique visits every 
week, providing further ex¬ 
posure for those advertis¬ 
ing in our titles. 

Paper costs increased 
considerably during the 
year, which we were able 
to absorb, but we are now 
faced with a further signif¬ 
icant increase early in 
2011. Whilst we will do 
our best to minimise the ef¬ 
fect of this, it will be nec¬ 
essary to adjust our 
advertising rates in the 
New Year. 

As well as building our 
advertising base we have 
also improved our costs 
and efficiency throughout 
the business from transport 
logistics to accounts with 
many of our statements 
now being sent out by 
email. 

We look forward to fur¬ 
ther expansion of our busi¬ 
ness in 2011 as well as 
improving our customer 
service, and I would like 
to take this opportunity of 
wishing you all a prosper¬ 
ous New Year.

Young people invited to 
debate voting reform 


THE Liberal Democrats of Lyme Regis and the Marsh- 
wood Vale are encouraging local residents, especially 
young people, to debate the forthcoming Electoral Re¬ 
form Referendum. 

On May 5th electors will be asked to decide between 
the current Lirst Past the Post (LPTP) system and the Al¬ 
ternative Vote system. LPTP has been used in Britain 
since the 19th century and, under it, at least two thirds of 
Members of Parliament were elected in May 2010 with 
less than 50 per cent of the vote share in their con¬ 
stituency. 

The Alternative Voting system requires candidates to 
receive at least 50 per cent of the votes to win, and this is 
done mathematically by a simple process of elimination 
of less successful candidates, and the transfer of their sup¬ 
porters ’ other preferences. 

To help residents, in particular young voters, understand 
these systems and to allow them to debate the options, 
the Liberal Democrats will be hosting an event at 6.30pm 
on Monday, January 10th at the Woodmead Halls. 

The evening will include a mock election run by Lair 
Votes for Dorset to show the public how it works differ- 


CHARMOUTH Parish Council has fixed a precept of 
£35,000 for the new financial year, a nil increase on the 
current year's figure. 

The proposed annual budget saw an estimated short¬ 
fall of £197.50 which will be taken from contingencies. 

The council has resolved that there will be no increase 
in car parking charges for 2011-2012 but beach huts 
and boat charges will be increased by five per cent. 

♦ THE parish council have sanctioned the following do¬ 
nations to local youth organisations: £500 towards the 
purchase of folding tables and chairs for Charmouth 
Youth Club; £500 towards the cost of the 1st Char- 
mouth Guides residential camp; and £500 towards the 
cost of equipment for the 1st Charmouth Brownies. 

Councillors have also agreed to release the £500 ap¬ 
proved in the current year's budget to Charmouth 
Youth Club towards the cost of a mobile skateboard 
facilty. 

♦ THE council has decided it is not necessary to install 
a panic button in their offices at The Elms but have no 
objection to the medical practice being linked to their 
Lyme surgery if they so wish. 

♦ MEMBERS of the Planning Committee raised no ob¬ 
jection to applications to carry out altercations and an

Springfield to become private home 


LYME REGIS PLANNING DECISIONS 
by Francesca Evans 


SPRINGFIELD Guest House in Lyme Regis is to be¬ 
come a private home following West Dorset District 
Council’s approval of a planning application to change 
its use. 

The former seven-bed guest house in Woodmead 
Road will become a family home with five bedrooms, 
study, gym, wine cellar and conservatory. 

Lyme Regis Town Council raised no objections to 
the plans. 

■ THE following planning applications for Lyme 
Regis have also been approved by West Dorset District 
Council, having recieved no objections from Lyme 
Regis Town Council: 

Create loft conversion with dormer windows, alter¬ 
ations to fenestration and removal of sun porch and 
chimney at 6 Upper Westhill Road; 

Variation to previous planning permission to change 
opening hours of shop and tea rooms, to be built at the 
Post Office in Broad Street, to 8am to 10pm Monday 
to Saturday, and 10am to 8pm on Sundays and Bank 
Holidays; 

Create driveway with access to Charmouth Road at 
28 Summerhill Road; 

Install replacement door and windows at 8 Mon¬ 
mouth Street, which is a listed building; 

Replace garage with single story extension at The 
Shae, Corum Avenue; 

Build conservatory at Bramcote, East Cliff; 

Build rear and side extensions at Manor Fields, 


Colway Lane; 

Install a new beach hut on the Cart Road. 

■ WEST Dorset District Council refused a planning 
application to replace windows at 2A and 5A Drake’s 
Way, off Broad Street, as the modem materials and de¬ 
sign were “out of keeping with the character of the 
historic conservation area”. 

An application for alterations and an extension at 4 
Clappentail Park was also refused on the grounds that 
the height, mass, scale and bulk of the proposed ex¬ 
tension to the roof would “detract from the simple ver¬ 
nacular design of the property”. 

■ LYME Regis Town Council raised no objections 
with plans to build a new drive to the land adjacent to 
Somers Road, but reiterated their previous concerns 
about the safety of access to the site. 

The site received planning permission for five new 
homes last July, which town councillors objected to 
due to the “sub-standard” access to the land. 

Councillors recently considered an application for a 
new private access drive to extend from the existing 
drive to provide vehicular access to the future homes. 
The Planning Committee expressed their on-going 
concerns about the access to the site, but could find 
no reason to object to the plans. 

The committee recommended refusal of plans to 
build a garden room at 57A Church Street, as they 
were concerned that it could damage the fabric of the 
listed building. 

Both applications are now being considered for a 
final decision by West Dorset District Council.

Mark has changed ca¬ 
reer twice in his life and 
used to work within the 
security industry ranging 
from prisons to Bucking¬ 
ham Palace. He then be¬ 
came a sports therapist 
and personal trainer. He 
now works with clients 
as diverse as sports pro¬ 
fessionals and celebrities 
to company directors and 
sales teams. He realised 
there had always been a 
common thread running 
through the heart of 
everything that he did; 
Helping people. 

He said: “I’ve always 
had a real desire to help 
people but never really 
fully knew how to go 
about doing it. When 
working in the security 
industry, although I 
didn’t realise it, it was 
about helping people and 
protecting them.

was how and why I be¬ 
came who I am today. 

“I was 25-years-old 
with a wife and two chil¬ 
dren and I thought my life 
was plain sailing. Then I 
got divorced and had to 
rethink my own life, I 
went through a long 
process of thinking, what 
is my purpose? What 
will I do with the rest of 
my life? Then it came to 
me. Help people.” 

It was this realisation 
that has led him to find 
his true calling in life as 
he became a full-time 
counsellor, life coach and 
hypnotherapist. Prior to 
retraining again, he was a 
qualified sports therapist 
and worked with football, 
rugby and sports teams in 
fitness and injury rehabil¬ 
itation as well as individ¬ 
uals with medical 
conditions. 

“I found out a long time 
ago when working as a 
sports therapist that what¬ 
ever people come to see 
me for was very often a 
symptom of something 
else entirely,” he said. “I 
began to realise that at 
least half of anyone’s 
condition is mind con¬ 
trolled and therefore can 
easily be remedied.

Mark also works as a 
volunteer, helping drug 
and alcohol addicts come 
to terms with their 
demons and to help get 
their lives back on track. 

“Whether a person is a 
Cocaine or work addict 
there’s usually a valid 
reason for them starting 
and I work to understand 
when that point was,” he 
said. “Almost any addic¬ 
tion whether it is food, 
sex, work, alcohol or any 
other all has its roots in 
some underlying need 
that isn’t being met. My 
role is to help my clients 
to find out what this need 
is. 

“When starting with 
any new client, I work 
with them for between 
three and eight sessions 
and will always begin 
with the life history and 
what led the client to this 
point.

This humanistic attitude 
has led Mark to develop 
his own holistic approach 
to helping people.

“So in that way I look 
at the wider issues, at 
things going on not just 
the problem,” he said, 
“literally thinking out¬ 
side the box. My aim is 
to bring all the therapies 
into one place. My 
clients are not just seeing 
a counsellor or a life 
coach but someone that 
looks at you and works 
out what the best route is 
for you. It is as simple as 


that. I approach things 
in every practical way 
and this can have fan¬ 
tastic results very 
quickly.” 

So what is the secret 
to achieving your own 
success? 

“First of all sit down 
and really think about 
what is you want for 
yourself,” he said. 
“Secondly think about 
how these changes are 
going to make your life 
better and imagine how 
good that feels.

Triple whammy for drivers in 
new year warns 1AM 


THE 1AM is warning that serious deterio¬ 
ration in the condition of many UK roads, 
due to severe winter weather, could be 
even worse than last year as the country's 
roads thaw out. The pothole-ridden state 
of the UK's roads coincides with a double 
increase in the price of running a vehicle, 
with a 0.76 p increase in fuel duty on 1 
January and the VAT increase to 20 per 
cent on the 4th. 

Neil Greig, 1AM Director of Policy and 
Research, said: "Drivers will be rightly in¬ 
censed that cutbacks on essential road 
spending are taking place while they are 
being forced to dig deeper to stay mobile. 
A car is not a luxury item and if running 
costs go up, the household budget will 
have to be cut elsewhere to compensate." 

The 1AM want some of the new duties 
and taxes to be earmarked for road re¬ 
pairs and road safety measures. Every 
year the government raises more than 
£25billion in fuel tax and £13billion in VAT 
from road users. It makes long-term eco¬ 
nomic sense to keep investing in better 
roads now to save even higher bills in the 
future. 

Mr Greig continued: "While cuts to the 
budget for road repairs are frustrating 
drivers must learn how to deal with the 
state of the roads today, so bear in mind 
the following tips for safely navigating 
potholes and broken surfaces": 

• Leave plenty of room between you and 
the vehicle in front so that you can see 
the road surface before you drive or ride 
over it. 

• If you do hit a pothole, check your tyres 


once you've stopped. Examine the inner 
as well as the outer tyre wall, which may 
have been damaged. 

• Get the wheel alignment (tracking) 
checked as well; an impact with a pothole 
can easily disturb the adjustment, result¬ 
ing in rapid tyre wear and affecting the 
car's handling. 

• Avoid suddenly pulling out to avoid a 
pothole - there might be a motorcyclist 
trying to get past you, or you could enter 
the path of an oncoming vehicle 

• Potholes can be even more dangerous 
for cyclists and motorcyclists; give them 
plenty of room to steer past them. They 
are entitled to a wobble and would ap¬ 
preciate not having a motorist trying to 
overtake as they are taking avoiding ac¬ 
tion. 

• Potholes tend to reappear in the same 
place as previous repairs fail - remember 
where you've seen one and expect it to 
be there again. 

• Be extra vigilant on roads with lots of lor¬ 
ries, and around bus stops. Extra pressure 
is put on the road surface wherever heavy 
vehicles stop, start or turn. 

Mr Greig continued:"Anticipation, plan¬ 
ning and good forward vision will help 
you spot that lethal pothole and help 
avoid unwanted extra bills for new tyres 
and wheels. You can reduce your running 
costs right away by adopting advanced 
driving techniques or taking an eco-dri- 
ving course which have been shown to 
deliver immediate savings of up to 30 per 
cent in fuel consumption."

New Year sees Buckler beat the bogey 


THE New Year finally saw Bob 
Buckler break the worst losing se¬ 
quence in his training career 
when Crank Hill romped home 
in the Billy Williams Memorial 
Novices' Handicap Hurdle at Exeter 
non New Years Day. 

The nine-year-old having his 
first run since March following a 
throat operation in the summer, 
led the field from the off, and 
Nathan Sweeney, who gave him 
a superb ride, made his bid for 
victory as they approached the 
turn for home. 

Only the Philip Hobbs trained 
Calusa Shadow was able to com¬ 
pete, but when he stumbled at 
the third last. Crank Hill kept his 
nerve with a gutsy display to win 
by six lengths from 
Brunette'sonly who passed the 
fading Calusa Shadow near the 
line. 

Buckler was not only delighted 
but relieved at the success that 
had finally broken a sequence on 
57 races without success. 

"I am obviously delighted, but 
he ran a great race seeing he has 


been out for nine months and 
kept galloping to the line." 

I had actually started writing 
the winning story 48 hours earlier 
as Mizzurka ridden by BBC 
Sports Personality of the Year and 
champion jockey A P McCoy 
moved two lengths clear of 
Lucy's Perfect in the toteswinger 
Flexi Betting Mares' Novices' Hurdle 
at Taunton. 

She seemed to have run the 
perfect race having moved 
alongside Tom Scudamore's 
mount two from home. 

They landed over the last to¬ 
gether but Mizzurka got away 
quicker and seemed to be coast¬ 
ing home. 

I had already thought of the 
headline when Lucy's Perfect ap¬ 
peared to pick up and in a driving 
finish beat Buckler's horse by a 
neck. 

"She had the race won but 
jinked at the wood chip crossing 
where you turn into the paddock 
abut 100m from the line, and lost 
momentum," bemoaned Buckler. 

"It was really bad luck as she 


would have won otherwise." 

All of Buckler's other horses 
over the post-Christmas period 
bar two gave encouraging per¬ 
formances. 

On the sameTaunton card, four- 
year-old Tiger Breeze who 

joined the stable in the summer, 
gave a much improved perform¬ 
ance in his third hurdle race, the 
50/1 shot finishing a fine fourth 
behind the three top fancied 
horses and well clear of the rest 
of the field. 

"He needs to learn to relax and 
settle. He fought too hard and as 
a result used too much energy 
early on, but it was a much better 
performance." 

The young and the older took 
on each other in the last race of 
the day, the totepool A Better Way 
To Bet Handicap Chase over 2 
miles 7 furlongs, with five-yearold 
Ballyeagan showing that he is 
one to watch for the future finish¬ 
ing a close second to the much 
fancied Sultan Fontenaille in a 
driving finish. 

Stable mate River Indus led for 


a lot of the way under claimer 
Joshua Moore, son of Gary 
Moore, in the 10-year-old's first 
run for six months, and as ex¬ 
pected got a bit tired to finish a 
very respectable close eighth. 

Ballyeagan meanwhile, ridden 
by Sweeney started his challenge 
four out, but appeared to have 
lost his chance when Buckler's 
stable jockey dropped his whip 
after they hit the last. 

However they rallied and in a 
storming finish force his way back 
in to snatch second by a head 
and a nose in a three way battle. 

Of River Indus Buckler said:"He 
will come on for the run. It was his 
first race for a while and just got 
a bit tired but he was fairly close 
at the finish. 

"Ballyeagan could have done 
with a little bit further and a bit 
softer ground, but it was a very 
encouraging run." 

Sulpius took on some good 
horses in the Heroes 'All Horses De¬ 
serve A Future' Introductory Hurdle 
at Newbury the day before, and 


finished a very creditable sev¬ 
enth. 

In only his third race, the 200/1 
rank outsider was third four out 
but tailed off slightly but gave an 
encouraging performance. 

"It was a very satisfactory run in 
one of the highest class novice 
hurdle races. He ran a nice race 
and jumped well." 

Following Crank Hill's success 
on New Year's Day, one of Buck¬ 
ler's string of young horses 
Champagne Rosie made her 
debut in the Bathwick Tyres 
Taunton Maiden Open NH Flat 
Race and finished a very cred¬ 
itable fifth behind two previous 
winners, one who was disquali¬ 
fied and therefore retained its 
handicap position. 

"She ran a bit green, but she 
stayed on and is a lovely filly that 
tries her best." 

The only disappointment of the 
day was Silver Sutton whose rac¬ 
ing career started and ended in 
the Thurlestone Hotel 'National 
Hunt' Novices' Hurdle when he 


was pulled up having broken a 
blood vessel. 

The eight-year-old was having 
his first ever race after being 
trained to go racing after a series 
of problems. 

"We were aware this might hap¬ 
pen, and it was unfortunate as he 
is a lovely horse, but he won't 
race again now; it would be a 
waste of both the owner's money 
and our time. 

However he has a lovely tem¬ 
perament and might well now be 
retrained to go showjumping." 

Cullahill got too close to fence 
in the At The Races Sussex Na¬ 
tional (Handicap Chase) at Plump- 
ton on Sunday and fell on 
landing, one of several who didn't 
complete the course. 

"The fences are big at Plumpton 
so you need to be very accurate, 
and it takes it out of the horse. 

The ground was a bit too soft 
for him and he caught the top of 
one of them, but is okay from the 
fall. Several others fell or pulled 
up in what was a testing race."

WEYMOUTH were outclassed the last time that 
these two teams met but following an excellent per¬ 
formance against Dorchester they went into this 
game with greater optimism.

PREVIEW 

WHILE the other two clubs begin 2011 
with home fixtures, WEYMOUTH play 
away from home and travel to WARMIN¬ 
STER, a side who lie a couple of places 
below them in the Dorset & Wilts League 


Division One (South). 

I see that Weymouth made home ad¬ 
vantage count pretty decisively when the 
sides met back in September, winning by 
more then 20 points. 

Warminster's strength lies in their pack 
however and underfoot conditions will 
certainly favour a forward game on Sat¬ 
urday next. 

Weymouth can win this one, for their 
pack is capable of achieving parity of 
possession. If it can do so, the ball can be 
sent wide where their pace should be a 
telling factor. 

What they must not do is to engage in 
an arm wrestle with the home eight for 
that would be playing Warminster's 
game. It will most certainly be a closer 
encounter than the one that took place 
last autumn.

I GUESS with the Aussies in poor form and staring down 
the barrel of an Ashes defeat, the attempt on Boxing Day 
to create the largest attendance for a test match at the 
MCG was a big ask writes Stuart Broom. 

In the end, like its cricketers, the attempt ended in failure; 
the crowd of 84000+ fell well short of the 90,800 that at¬ 
tended the Australia v West Indies test match in 1961. 

However ice hockey legend George Beach who retired 
to Bridport with his wife Jean several years ago, brought 
news of a successful attendance breaker that happened 
in Michigan, USA three weeks ago when 113,411 people 
watched Michigan'Wolverines'beat Michigan State 5-0 to 
create a new Guinness Book of Records feat. 

George, now 84-years-old, is a Canadian by birth but is 


recognised as one of Great Britain's greatest ice hockey 
stars having played for Wembley Lions in the post war 
years before retiring in 1967 and then coaching the GB 
national side in the Ice Hockey World Championships. 

He and Jean still has friends and family both in Canada 
and the USA, and it was a friend that sent him the cutting 
showing the amazing scenes at the Michigan Stadium, 
home of the NFL Wolverines team. 

Asked the largest crowd he played in front of in his ca¬ 
reer, George said:"Around 30,000 in Stockholm and Berlin, 
which at the time was huge for ice hockey, but this beats 
all."
